“rom 1908 to 191U he was connected witi tie mwitsui 
bussan nuisha as an a vent for the vai Nippon »rewery(Tokyo),uiter 
which hé was employed as manager of tie Jai wipoon »rewery in 
enangheai for avout two years, -rom 1911 to 1916 ne conducted nis 
cvn business at so 2 wearon xoad under the st-le " LeYaul & COey 
Wine « Spirit werchants" und during the same period was also tia- 
nager or proprietor of the “ew fravellers' dotel,1/2 “earon sioad, 
for several years, 4n 1916-1920 ne worked as a suyervisor at the 
Shunghai Cotton anti-adulterution «ssociation ( Cotton sesting 
souse),1 Niuxiang .oad. 


in sebruary,1920 urs L,Paul epplied for a licence to 


| wAeep a restaurant at ».1044/5 sroadway wast. the vrolice recomien- 


ded thut the application ve refused, as tier: was every reason to 
believe that the place would ve,in reulity, a drinking saloon of 
a type undesirable in that locality. 

in January,1922 the vrench Police was requested by the 
“rench Consulate-General to furnish information regarding L.Paul 
who at that time was employed with warner, yuelch « Co.,Wholesale 
wine « Spirit merchants. » trunslation of the report submitted in 
this connection reads as follows:- 

“ L.Paul residing at 46 ward Road lives with or is 
married to a woman who appears to be a Russian and whose acquain- 


tance he made at the time when he conducted the Travellers' sar 


in #earon Road. »t present he is enga;ed in the sale of liquors 
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and, .rooably, also sells drugs Wiien he has an opoortunity to do 
SOe te lixes to display the -rench flag on his residence", 
in July,1925 raul called at the segueP, tteadquarters 

and volunteered to give intormation concerning or. ¥ortunatoff, 
& soviet agent wno had fled from schangnai a few days previously 
in crder to escape trial on @ cherse of bribery. -rom police re- 
port dated 25-77-45 suomictea in connection witn --r. Paul's visit 
it appears that at thut time he was employed witi: Slowe &« Co. as 
a truvelling representative se eee he worked for,umon st 
otners, -varner,,uelch « Co. and vent « Co. ne first neard of sor- 
tunatorf in 1921 in Vladivostok and first met nim duri:,; tne late 
ter part of 1921 at Lichninsky's boarding house,ll vewurd Koad, 
shanghai. trou that date on he frequently met nim at the Jewish 
Club,*eward oad, where sortunatoff used to gamble heuvily in 
chemin-de-fer. mltnough raul descrived the Jewish club as "a 
disgraceful,unsanitary institution and a hot bed of gambling and 
Solshevism" he adinitted being a rrequent visitor there for seve- 
ral years. it is also mentioned in the report in question that 
“aul was married to a Jewess who,according to him, was airitish 
oy virthe 

+eaving Slowe « Co. in the veginning of 1932 arter 
about G yeurs' service he joined Valdbeck,mwacsregor « Co., Ld 
in June of the same year as a salesman at a inonthly salary of 
# 300 plus commission. sie left this position on 30-9-33 on his 
own accord. since that time he is not known to have been engaged 
in any business. it is reported that he possess certain indepen- 
dent means. 


“rom 1930 he has been residing at House 9 Sun avenue, 


Buobling »ell soad. He occupies a small and very modestly furnish- 
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ed flat at this address and sublets the remaining portion of the 


house, as well as the second floor of tiouse 11,5un avenue. rhe 
totul anuount or rent he pays is w 142 yer mensene 

--re “aul was one of the founders of tne wumanian «ase 
sociation in sonangnai in 1950 and wes its president until Larch, 
1932. «t present he does not purticinate in the activities of 
the «-ssociution which,it must be noted, nas not tne reputation 
of a well established organization. 

a1t is reported that some time prior to 1927 =r. Paul 
divorced his first wife (Louise Vornfield?) and subsequently mare 
ried one ida Cohn, former .ussian subject ot Jewish origin. «ot 
present she ig about 42% years of age, 

in 1928 ur. and iirs Paul are reported to have visited 
australia where tney stayed for about 6 months, 

«ccording to hr. Paul's statement, he now wishes to 
proceed to wingland with a view to settling in the country. :ie 
does not intend to engage in uny kind of business there and claims 
to be in a position to satisfy the authorities concerned that he 
has sufficient funds to maintain himself and his wife. .ie also 
claims to have a guarantee to tnis effect from one of his friends 
in sngland ( or. senneth iiacDonald, Sighthill Loan,iwdinburgh II). 

while in shanghai ur. and Mrs ®aul did not come to the 
notice of the siunicipal Police in connection with any activities 
of an undesirable nature,
